The two Australian radio personalities 
who made a prank phone call to the Brit- 
ish hospital caring for the pregnant Duch- 
ess of Cambridge made tearful apologies 
Monday for making the call, which may 
have led to the suicide of a nurse who 
spoke to the pair. 

Mel Greig and Michael Christian, both 
crying at times, told two Australian tele- 
vision shows Monday that their thoughts 
are with the family of Jacintha Saldanha, 
the 46 -year-old nurse who put the prank 
call through to the ward where the duch- 
ess was. 

Saldanha apparently committed suicide 
Friday 

“I’m very sorry and saddened for the 
family, and I can’t imagine what they’ve 
been going through,” Greig said on the 
program “Today Tonight.” 

Christian described himself as “gutted, 
shattered and heartbroken.” 

“For the part we played, we’re incredibly 
sorry,” Christian said on “Today Tonight.” 

The pair said the idea for the call came 
out of a production meeting before their 
2DayFM show, the idea being to capitalize 



on what was the hottest topic in the news: 
Duchess Catherine’s pregnancy. 

The prank has drawn public outrage, 
which has snowballed since the nurse’s 
death. 

“This death is on your conscience,” 
reads one post on 2DayFM’s Facebook 
page. Several posters accused Greig and 
Christian of having “blood on your hands.” 

But in their interviews Monday, both 
stressed that while they made the call to 
King Edward VII Hospital, they did not 
have a say on whether it went to air. The 
call was recorded and then went through a

vetting process at their network, Southern 
Cross Austereo, before it was broadcast, 
they said. 

“This was put through every filter that 
everything is put through before it makes 
it to air,” Christian said in an interview 
with the program ‘A Current Affair.” 

But Christian said he did not know what 
that vetting process entailed. 

“I’m certainly not aware of what filters it 
needs to pass through,” he said. “Our role 
is just to record and get the audio.” 

Greig and Christian said they never ex- 
pected the prank call to be successful. 


Station has dirty history 

2DayFM has a history of public humiliation. 

In 2009, a 14-year-old girl was tricked into ac- 
knowledging that she had been raped at the 
age of 12, only to be asked by a DJ: “Is that the 
only experience you’ve had?” 

That led the Australian Communications and 
Media Authority to censure the station-say- 
ing the broadcast did not meet standards of 
decency. The station said it had provided the 
teenager with counseling and vowed “to pre- 
vent anything similar from happening again.” 

But 2DayFM has been the subject of several 
inquiries since, and this year was told it “must 
not broadcast material that demeans or is like- 
ly to demean women or girls” as a condition of 
keeping its license. 

That followed a broadcast in which a female 
journalist was called a derogatory term and 
told “to watch your mouth or I’ll hunt you 
down” by DJ Kyle Sandilands. The incident 
provoked a campaign to persuade advertisers 
to boycott the show, but 2DayFM was not fined 
and Sandilands kept his job. He even inter- 
viewed Australian Prime Minister Julia Gillard 
in July. 

After its latest prank, 2DayFM’s website 
boasted about the “Biggest Royal Prank Ever,” 
but in the U.K., Daily Telegraph columnist 
Bryony Gordon said it was “not so funny to 
hear two grown adults call up a hospital ward 
full of sick people to try to scam information 
about one of them.”

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DUST OFF THE HOLIDAY 
DISCO BALL-OFFICES 
ARE PARTYING AGAIN

After years of cancellations and downsizing, 
corporate holiday parties are back. 

Several surveys of human resource depart- 
ments nationwide indicate an uptick in planned 
office holiday parties. 

This year nearly three-fourths of businesses 
plan to host a year-end bash, according to a So- 
ciety for Human Resource Management survey 
released Monday 

Chicago event planners, businesses, caterers 
and DJs have been feeling the optimism, some- 
thing they and the human resources group say is 
a sign that businesses are doing better— and feel- 
ing better— as the economy begins to recover.

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“With the economy starting to move in the 
right direction, people and businesses want to 
be out and celebrating,” said Nicole Salerno, an 
event planner and partner with Rockit Ranch 
Productions in Chicago. 

LaVerne Mathews, chief experience officer 
at L.V Edwards & Associates, said some of her 
clients who skipped holiday parties the past 
two or three years have returned. 

“Our old clients who had stopped having 
the events came back,” Mathews said. “We are 
refreshing relationships with existing clients.” 

Planners said businesses are seeking little 
extras this year to make their parties special— 
but extravagance is still a naughty word. 

“They’re asking for flowers and photo 
booths,” Salerno said. ‘A lot of people were 
{asking}, ‘What else can we do?’ We’ve been 
doing a lot of adding of special lighting, disco 
balls. I’ve done a bunch of logo branding on 
cocktail napkins.” 

Matt Windsor, owner of A Posh Production, 
a Chicago event lighting and DJ company, said 
he has had the same experience. 

“I’ve definitely seen the trend where we’re 
doing a lot more corporate events and holiday 
events,” Windsor said. ‘And recently they’ve 
been wanting a lot more add-ons: video, lights, 
screens.” 

The marketing director and co-founder of 
Kapow Events in Chicago, Mike Timpone, 


said his clients have told him they’re spending 
more money this year than last. 

“The consistent thing we get is, ‘Well, we 
didn’t do that much last year, so we want to do 
something more this year,’ ” Timpone said. 

Evren Esen, research manager for the hu- 
man resources group, said its survey showed 
that measures of economic worry were down 
significantly this year compared with 2009. 
Half as many businesses said they wouldn’t 
have a party because of financial challenges 
(10 percent this year, down from 20 percent in 
2009) and about half as many said they would 
have parties on-site to save money (7 percent 
this year, down from 15 percent). 

A Bloomberg BNA survey found that just 
less than three-fourths of businesses would 
throw a year-end party this year, but that was 
slightly down from its 2011 survey A National 
Association of Catering Executives study 
found that more than 55 percent of its member 
catering businesses believe overall corporate 
holiday event business will increase this holi- 
day season from last. 

While some businesses canceled parties al- 
together during the worst recession years, the 
Society for Human Resource Management 
survey found that the majority of companies 
(61 percent in 2009 and 2010) maintained a 
scaled-back version of what used to be, for 
some, an extravagant event. 


Esen first noticed improvements last year, 
when the 2011 survey showed 68 percent of 
businesses would host holiday parties. For 
2012, the number is 72 percent. 

Some companies said that instead of cancel- 
ing parties during the lean years, they simply 
cut costs. 

Critical Mass, a marketing agency based in 
Canada with offices in Chicago, was accus- 
tomed to having three large parties a year. For 
a few years, including last year, they canceled 
the summertime party and scaled back on the 
remaining two. 

‘About four years ago is when we had to 
downscale a lot of the parties,” said Christy Es- 
parza, office manager for Critical Mass in Chi- 
cago, “but we still were able to have them. We 
had to, for the morale of everyone.” 

Critical Mass hosted its holiday celebration 
at The Underground in River North on Friday 

The get-togethers aren’t just about fun and 
free food and drinks, Esparza said. In 2009 
and 2010, people were afraid to quit their jobs 
for fear of not finding another, she said. Now 
that fear is gone, and companies have to work 
to keep employees from burning out. Holiday 
parties can help. 

“It’s important for employee retention,” Es- 
parza said, “not to try to coax them into stay- 
ing exactly, but everyone’s still working longer 
hours and there’s more stress.” 


Will holiday 
parties ever 
be the same?

Even though corporate holiday 
parties are back, the long-term 
effect the recession may have had 
on such events remains to be seen, 
said Kathy Miller, president of the 
International Special Event Society 
and Total Events Resources, a Chi- 
cago meeting and event company 
Although people are spending 
more this year, Miller said, they 
aren’t spending nearly as much as 
they did before the recession. 

“We’re definitely 
not back to the 
extravagance 
of before the 
recession. 

The word 
‘extravagant’ 
is now-what 
used to be a 
great word in 
our industry 
is-‘Oh, don’t 
say that word,’ ” 
Miller said. 


Entertainment Cruises Inc. 
increased its business, which is 
mostly made up of corporate 
clients, by 52 percent from 2011 to 
2012, sales and marketing coor- 
dinator Carolyn Casanova said. 
The company handles all events 
on boats like the Odyssey Mystic 
Blue, Seadog and Spirit of Chicago 
in downtown Chicago. Even so, 
business isn’t back to the level it 
was in 2007, Casanova said. 

Another sign of the recession’s 
effect on people may be something 
Miller noted: More businesses 
have been hosting holiday events 
with a charitable component, such 
as making toys for a boys’ or girls’ 
home.

Judge with ties to former 
mayor randomly assigned 
to manslaughter case

A controversial case that long has been entan- 
gled in political connections was snagged by 
one more Monday when a Cook County judge 
with links to former Mayor Richard M. Daley 
randomly was assigned to preside over the trial 
of a Daley nephew charged in connection with 
the 2004 death of a man in a drunken confron- 
tation. 

The potential conflict of interest arose mo- 
ments after Richard Vanecko stood in Associate 
Judge Arthur Hill Jr.’s cramped courtroom at 
the Leighton Criminal Court Building and en- 


tered a not-guilty plea to a charge of involuntary 
manslaughter in the death of David Koschman. 

With more than two dozen reporters look- 
ing on, Hill, a former prosecutor who is well- 
respected at the courthouse, smiled as he noted 
that his background likely was already being 
vetted. Hill said he wanted to put on the record 
that he had served as assistant state’s attorney 
when Daley was the top county prosecutor in 
the 1980s and “I received promotions, etcetera.” 

Hill said when Daley was mayor, he also had 
appointed Hill to the board of the Chicago 
Transit Authority Before being nominated to 
be a judge in 2003, Hill held the No. 2 post un- 
der longtime Daley ally Dick Devine, who was 
the state’s attorney when the investigation into 
Koschman’s death fizzled without any charges. 

Hill told lawyers he believed he could be “fair 


and impartial” and would hue ■rcjfiuitajiLy re- 
move himself from the case.

Is Chicago ready 
for ‘Book of Mormon?

It’s 4:30 p.m. on a warm November Monday 
in a nondescript building in Culver City Calif. 
Trey Parker is pacing around the writers room 
at the so-called South Park Studios as his best 
friend and creative partner, Matt Stone, leans 
back in his chair, ever the relaxed, ruminative, 
inquisitive counterweight to Parker’s perpet- 
ually coiled spring. 

Parker and Stone are working on the finale of 
Season 16 of their outrageously successful and 
long-lived animated “South Park” series. Along 
with Robert Lopez, they also are the creators 
of a little Broadway musical about to open in 
Chicago called “The Book of Mormon.” 

“We never actually finish or feel like we’re 
done,” Stone says. “Finally we just run up 
against a deadline.” 

This is the way Parker and Stone work. It 
hasn’t mattered whether it’s been their TV 
show, their 1999 movie (“South Park: Bigger, 
Longer & Uncut”) or their colossally success- 
ful “Book of Mormon,” a massive, money- 
spinning hit on Broadway despite initial wor- 
ries about the outrageousness of its content. 

The musical is poised to have a massive 
economic impact on Chicago when it debuts 
here Tuesday A dedicated company (which 
will become the second national tour) is 
poised to take up residence at the Bank of 
America Theatre for a year or maybe longer, 
likely raking in close to $2 million per week at 
the box office (sales records are likely to fall) 
and testing the tolerance of Midwesterners 
for the deeply profoundly profane. 

“The Book of Mormon” is sold out in Chi- 
cago for the first three months of its run, 
despite some eye-popping ticket prices ($115 
and higher). 

Unlike a “South Park” episode, a Broadway 
hit of this heft is not done in a week. It is work- 
shopped, premiered, toured, toured again, 
toured yet again, internationalized, dimin- 
ished, franchised, revived and so on and so on.

“We first started talking about this,” Parker 
says, “in 2004. It feels like we gave birth to a 
child.” 

The plot, as now is well known, involves 
a pair of missionary buddies who are sent 
to Uganda (rather than their desired loca- 
tion, Orlando, Fla.), which Stone describes 
as a “stand-in for the worst place on Earth.” 
(Uganda, not Orlando.) Already, there has 
been speculation about where “The Book of 
Mormon” can or can’t tour (Utah, anyone?). 
There are even some who think it will run out 
of juice in Chicago more quickly than people 
think. 

Stone and Parker have a stock answer for 
all this: There are “South Park” fans every- 
where; the more apparently conservative the 
community the more frenetic the freethink- 
ers; and “South Park” has always been a long 
way from an elitist, bicoastal aesthetic. And 
the “South Park” aesthetic is identical to the 
“Book of Mormon” aesthetic. 

So how can “Mormon” be so outrageous 
and so simultaneously popular, when conven- 
tional theatrical wisdom says otherwise? 

It wouldn’t be accurate to discount the huge 
contributions of co-writer and co-composer

Lopez (“Mormon” has much in common with 
‘Avenue Q” as well) and choreographer and 
co-director Casey Nicholaw Still, the answer 
probably can most readily be found at the 
South Park Studios. One especially intrigu- 
ing antecedent is Season 9, Episode 12, titled 
“Trapped in the Closet,” wherein Stan is re- 
vealed to be the reincarnation of L. Ron Hub- 
bard, the founder of Scientology 

“That episode was a benchmark for us,” 
says Anne Garefino, longtime co-executive 
producer of “South Park.” “Our attorney kept 
saying, ‘I want you to do everything you want 
to do, but I want you to get right to the edge 
of where you are almost getting sued.’ ” 
Clearly the protective powers of going to 
the edge informed “The Book of Mormon,” 
which had chins on the floor by going so very 
much further than any Broadway show ever 
had gone before. The raping of African babies 
as the content of a gag had, hitherto, been off 
limits on the Great White Way 

Of course, mere outrageousness does not 
a Broadway musical make. There is the little 
matter of storytelling. And that, along with a 


good dose of heart, is the “South Park” secret 
weapon No. 2. 

In the first act of “Mormon,” most of the 
jokes come at the expense of the naive mis- 
sionaries, whose assumptions are continually 
challenged and beliefs undermined. But just 
when that is starting to feel like shooting fish 
in a barrel, the show makes a crucial shift. El- 
der Cunningham, one of the central mission- 
aries, decides to take the Mormon doctrine 
and fit it to the needs of the people of Ugan- 
da. That allows for a hilarious “Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin”-style pageant in Act 2, when the Mor- 
mon elders are confronted with compromis- 
ing their doctrinal beliefs. But it also makes 
you love the missionary, because you see he is 
just doing his best in the kind of tough situa- 
tion we’ve all experienced. In other words, the 
show does a clever, 180 -degree turn, switch- 
ing the initial objects of ridicule into kind- 
hearted (if naive) protagonists with whom you 
cannot help but empathize. 

That is a classic “South Park” trick. If those 
boys were not lovable, nobody would still be 
watching.

Mormons calling! 


James Vincent Meredith 
pulls out all the stops in 
Chicago’s hottest musical

We’ve seen James Vincent Meredith onstage 
in such dramas as “Clybourne Park,” “The 
March” and “The Crucible” at Steppenwolf, 
where he’s an ensemble member, “Mr. Rickey 
Calls a Meeting” at Lookingglass, and “Julius 
Caesar” at Chicago Shakespeare. 

He’s appeared in just about every recent 
Chicago-centric TV show, including a recur- 
ring role as an alderman on “Boss.” And he’s 
performed on Broadway in “Superior Do- 
nuts” and off-Broadway in “The Bluest Eye.” 

But musical comedies are fairly new for the 
seasoned actor. Meredith co-stars in the Chi- 
cago production of “The Book of Mormon”— 
the Tony and Grammy award-winning smash 
by Robert Lopez (‘Avenue Q”) and “South 
Park” creators Trey Parker and Matt Stone. 

The musical, which on Tuesday kicks off 
a lengthy run in Chicago, tells the story of 
two missionaries sent to an African village 
where the population, dealing with poverty 
AIDS and a genocidal overlord, has no use 
for religious rhetoric. Meredith portrays 
Mafala Hatimbi, who guides the missionar- 
ies through village life and is the father of 
the main female character, Nabulungi. The 
production is sold out into March, although 
Broadway in Chicago has plans to release 
20 rush tickets daily at the box office. 

We caught up with Meredith to find out 
what it’s like to work on Chicago’s hottest 
new musical. 

What did you do when you found out you’d 
landed the role? 

First, I was crazy with excitement and then 
I got crazy with fear because I haven’t done 
a musical on this big a stage in ... uh ... ever. 

I think I’d only done one musical before and 
that was “The King and I” out at Drury Lane 
Oakbrook— maybe five, six years ago— and 
I didn’t really have to sing much {laughs}, so 
that was a lot less stressful. 

So once I got over the excitement and the 
following fear, I just got to work and started 
seeing a vocal coach and tried to learn about 
as much of the musical as I could before I 
went to New Tork for rehearsals. 

What’s your secret recurring nightmare 
about what could go wrong onstage? 

My strength in singing has always been on 



the karaoke circuit {laughs} and definitely 
not in, like, legit musicals. And dancing is 
always a challenge because the last time I 
was working with people like this — amaz- 
ing performers, amazing triple threats— was 
doing “The King and I.” And so, with a lot of 
those dances that are synchronized, you want 
to make sure that you’re not the guy who’s 
putting his hand up late {laughs}. 

What’s one of the most unexpected things 
that’s happened so far during rehearsals? 

At one point, we had finished a run-through 
and there’s a guy who’s piping in with these 
notes here and there. I don’t really know who 
he is, but I imagine he’s important because 
no one is cutting him off and he’s literally 
sitting right next to our director. And ev- 
eryone’s taking his notes; and they’re pretty 
good notes. 

So we get through the whole process and 
at the very end, I’m talking to one of the 
actors and I’m like, “Should I know this guy?” 
And they’re like, “Yeah, that’s Trey Parker!” 

I’m like, “No {bleep}!?” I couldn’t believe 
that that was the guy who was giving us these 
notes— at the very beginning of rehearsals 
and through the process, we never really had 
an opportunity where we met Trey and Matt, 
and I had never honestly really seen them. 

So I actually went up and met him 
afterwards and told him that and he kind of 
cracked up.

What it is: High-end travel speakers (a 
woofer, two tweeters), an FM radio and an 
alarm clock that fold into an upright posi- 
tion like a retro travel alarm— an attractive 
one— with a clamshell case. 

The good: Being painfully cheap but appre- 
ciating my music on the road, I do carry an 
acceptable portable speaker for my cellphone 
and MP3 player, but this is a game-changer. 
It’s now on my birthday gift list. For anyone 
accustomed to the shallow, often tinny sound 
of many travel speakers, this will blow you 
away The bass is rich; the higher pitches are 
true, and at 1 pound and about the size of a 
fat paperback novel, it’s still compact enough 
to carry even if you’re avoiding checked bags. 
This is the first travel-speaker system I’ve 
tried that was capable of being too loud. Plus, 
you have the benefit of FM radio and a travel 
alarm— but the rich sound is why you would 


spend the money It’s almost like Sinatra and 
Nelson Riddle were there in the bed-and- 
breakfast with me. 

This has Bluetooth wireless capability, 
with a range of about 30 feet, and a short 
cable is provided for non-Bluetooth devices. 
The rechargeable internal battery makes it 
fully portable. 

The bad: If you’re at all like me and read 
directions only after pushing every available 
button, you might coax the box into a “mind- 
of-its-own” moment, where it hesitated and 
blinked for a bit, apparently trying to figure 
out what the heck I was trying to do. I just 
turned it off and started over.
